C., Aug. 30.—The disaster of 
last Sunday night fell heaviest on the famous 
Sea islands, which form a chain around this 
city and Port Royal. These islands are 
known for their crops of cotton and rice and 
for their rich deposits of phosphate. The

light house brought the news ofthe total 
wreck of the City of Savannah. He tried to 
get help to the vessel, but failed. 

Dr. Dowan Hazel, the aged physician at 
the naval station, left his home to go inland 
to inform some negro inhabitants of the 
danger. While returning the doctor and a 
family of seven who followed him were 
drowned. The doctor was beloved by all.

At that time Marshfield 
hada population of 655 only, dut it was an 
enterprisingtown with an unusually large 
number of houses for its population. After 
the cycione had passed 100 of its popalation 
had been killed and of the remaining 655 
every individual was seriously tnjured., 

In October, 1878, a cycione had its origin in 
Cuba, where it did a great deal of destruction 
while in the confines of that limited space 
and finally breaking its bounds it swept over 
into the United States, entering the country 
at Wilmington, N. C., hit Washington a 
slanting blow on its way, got into Eastern 
Pennsylvania the same as Gen Lee adid—by 
the way of Antietam—switched off into New 
England and left again via Portiand, Me.

The townof Beaufort con- 
sists of two long streets facing the water, one 
of these is Bay street, in which are the Sea 
Island Hotel and all the principal buildings 
and merchandise stores. 

Beaufort has a population of about 5,000 
and the proportion of whites and blacks is as 
one to four. Along the coast are a number of 
phoapbate works, the workers in which re- 
side on the various islands. Their residences 
are light wooden sells and they quickly 
yielded to the rush of wind and water Sunday 
night. N 

The principal loss of life occurred among 
these phosphate workers, whole families 
’ Deing lost. The tidal wave swept completely 
over one or two islands, leaving not a foot of 
dry land. In places the water was 6 and 12 
feet deep. 

On Paris Island was located the immense 
Gry dock of the United States navy, claime’ 
to be the largest in America, It is filled with 
water, and pile-drivers, valuable pumps and 
all the machinery are submerged. Both the 
Government steam launches are sunk in 
twenty feet of water. The Government 
sheds along the wharves are gone, and the 
boat-houses are a total loss. Not a single 
Doatisieft. At Quarantine station a British 
barkentine, fully loaded, was landed in the 
center of a cotton patch, nearly a quarter of 
@ Mile from the water. The main light- 
house at Broad River Was swept away. 

At this writing only eighteen bodies have 
doen found on this island, seven belonging to 
one family. Many are missing from back in 
‘the island, where already there is great suf- 
fering. Nota single mouthful of food was 
saved. Everything portable was swept 
away, even to cattle, which were sent bere 
on account of the rich grazing. 

’ here were forty or fifty tug boats in this 
neighborhood, and all but three are either 
wrecked or landed high and dry on shore. 
The three exceptions are now steaming 
around day and night rescuing those in 
peril, and carrying food to those in want. 

The steamer Alpha, plying between Savan- 
mah and Beaufort, is lying bigh and dry at 
Bluffton, on the wharf, the meager reports 
from which part indicate fearful loss of life. 

Here in Beaufort the destruction is beyond 
Gescription. Scores of bouses were swept 
away. More damage was done by flood than 
by wind. The sea wall was completely 
washed away and the bath houses of the Sea 
Island Hotel carrried of. Every wharf and 
landing - place is gone and the ware-houses 
and merchandise stores along the water front 
are washed into a jambied tangle. Grocer- 
les, merchandise and household effects are to 
be found in the same pile of wreckage.

Loss OF LIFE IN THE AZORES. 

Boston, Mass., Sept, 2.—Viscount de Costa, 
the Portuguese Consul in this city, has re- 
ceived a cable dispatch bringing news of the 
havoc of even a worse storm than has visited 
this country In Fayal, in the Azores. The mes- 
age says that the city of Horta was almost 
wholly destroyed on the @th, many being 
Killed outright, and that the greatest suffer- 
ing now prevails among the people. 

Anew breakwater, which was being built 
by the Government and was almost com- 
pleted, was swept away dy the water, allow- 
ing the sea to break on the city with un- 
restrained fury. 

By way of Londonit ts learned that two 
vesselis—one of them the American barken- 
tine Fremont, loaded with lumber—had 
gone ashore and were a partial lass. 

Thirteen houses were wrecked at Horta, 
and onthe islands of Terciera twenty-seven 
uses were swept away. Altogether fve 
lives are thus far 2 to have been lost, 
and the growing crops are ruined.

In one dDuiluing the rector 
of St. John’s Episcopal Chureh occupied a 
room, where he was preparing his Sunday 
sermon; in the adjoining room was a poker 
party of ten men. When the cyclone struck 
the house the minister was kilied, and nota 
card was blown from the table in the next. 

In another street a woman lay in a room 
on the upper floor, ill; she urged her children 
to leave her when it became evident that the 
bullding was in danger, but they refused. 
The roof was carried entirely away, but 
neither the children nor the mother was in- 
jured. A brick house fell, imprisoning a 
woman in its ruins, and when the rescuers 
reached her they found her standingina 
niche formed by the falling timbers, and 
that had safely shielded her from tue slight- 
estharm. Aside from being frightened, she 
was not in any way inconvenienced. In an- 
other instance the walls of a dweliing house 
fell outward in four different directions, 
while the floors were left standing, sup- 
ported by several columns. The inhabitants

Of the natural laws affecting or producing 
cyclones and tornadoes we know little as yet. 
It has, however, been observed that a cy- 
clone is invariably preceded by unusually 
low Darometer, but it affects only the lower 
strata ofthe air. Thus it happens that the 
Allegheny Mountains have mote than once 
broken upa cyclone. The phenomena, ac- 
cording to some authorities, are caused by 
22 — meeting of two opposing air cur. 
rents. 

Ine hotbed of American cyclones and tor- 
nadoes appears to lie in the Antilles and Car. 
ibbean Sea. Of the hundreds of recorded 
tornadoes which visited the United states 
during the last bundred years only one has 
ever occurred west of we City, Ford Co., 
Kan. This would argue against the equinoc.- 
tial theory as the cause of great wind ats. 
turDances advanced vy many Statistics show 
thatthe lust twenty tornadoes in the United 
Siates, of which we have records, destroyed 
615 lives, the tornado ofa week azo is of 
course not counted, 

A tornado striking the tenement house dis- 
trictofa city would create immeasurable 
havoc as is shown by one instance during the 
Louisville tornado where flity bodies were 
taten from a single house. Afterall it seems 
safest to be the inmate of a frame buliding 
during the prevalence of an electrical storm. 
The tornado which destroyed Camden, N. J. b> 
in August, 1885, destroyed six lives and 500 
houses. 

The Ohio State statistics prove losses to the 
amount of 9,000,000, occasioned by tornadoes 
and cyclones. Minnesota is said to have 
suffered $7,000,000 and s.issouri and Missis- 
ppl $4,000,000 wach. The most destructive 
tornadoes that ever happened in America 
struck the country in the month of May. 
April is next and then come Jane and July. 
The tornado seems to be the more destruct- 
ve in the hours after noon, between s and 5 
o’clock.

life saying service. A great point of weak- 
ness of this admirable system is the short 
term of service of many ofthecrews. The 
term is fixed by Treasury regulation, and 
that regulation is Dased upon the appropria- 
tion made by Congress. 

In many localities, now, the term of ser- 
vice of some Of these crews begins Sept. I and 
ends May 1. Senator e has at various 
times sought to have the term of service made 
permanent and maintained the year round, 
believing that thelives and property saved 
from shipwreck would more than repay the 
money expended for the extension of the ser- 
vice. Especial efforts were made in this di- 
rection during the Forty-ninth, Fiftieth and 
Fifty -first Congresses. 

The real reason why the service has not 
been extended ischarged by the friends of 
the service avainst the Treasury Department, 
which controls the work and which 1s, they 
say, governed by the old fashioned notions 
relative tothe storm season and false ideas 
about economy, The August storms along 
the coast have been causing very serious 
losses during the st five years. The 
fact that twenty-four men have been 
drowned off the New Jersey shore along 
within a lime of ten miles duringthe recent 
storm that preceded the hurricane, and that 
there were four unoccupied life-savin 
stationsjwithin warning distance, has aroused 
considerable comment on the incompleteness 
of the service, 

The department, ft appears, still clings to 
the idea that September is the proper month 
to look for storms and crippled vessels be- 
cause informer yearsthe autumnal storms 
began during the first week of September. 
Investigation and meteorological records 
have proven, though, that these storms now 
come upon us earlier, and are now due at 
any time between Aug. 20 and Sept. 1, and 
each year the wind appears to blow harder 
and the entire Atiantic shore front ig strewn 
with wrecks. 

The only legislation resulting in the im- 

rovement of the life-saving service was the 

nerease of salariesof the men which was 

granted by the last Congress, and which in- 
creased the appropriation annually for that 
purpose by about 3280, 000. The expense of 
this service has “urown year by year as it has 
been extended, but the extension has been 
in the number of stations, and not in the ex- 
tension of the terms of service, 

A number of Senators are in receipt of let- 
ters from their constituents along the coast 
urging them to take some action which win 
still rurther improve the life saving service, 
which even as it is is acknowledged to be 
the finest and most complete in the world. It 
isnot unlikely that abi with that end in 
view will soon be introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Hunton of Virginia.

AUSTRIA’S ARMY. 


The Emperor Leaves the Capital te Attend 
the Y aneuvers. 


Vrerna, Sept. 2.—Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria-Hungary left Ischi this morning 
to attend the maneuvers inGalicia. It was 
decided early in the week that he should not 
leave Ischl until he should be due at the 
Hungarian maneuvers, which begin Sept. 9.

GRAND RECEPTION AT TRIER.

The 
municipal authorities of Trier made the 
most of the imperial reception. The whole

After driving through the main 
Streets and receiving an almost continuous 
ovation, the Emperor proceeded to Turen, 
where he reviewed the filtharmycorps. At 
4:20 this afternoon he returned to Cobienz. 

At 6:30 there wasa grand danquet at the 
Castie. Among the many guests were Arch- 
bishop of Cologne, the Bishop of Trier, ail 
the weneral and other officers who bad ac 
companied the Emyeror during the review 
and a host of local officials. At 9 o’clock a 
grand musical tattoo Mas ¢iven inthe castle 
square. This wastheend of the Emperor’s 
public duties for the day. 

Although he had been busy for 15 hours, he 
conferred with Gen. Von Kalteenor, and 
talked some time with the Italian Crown 
Prince before he sat down to his supper in 

tfvate. To-morrow the Emperor will start 
or Mets, where preparations have been 
com pleted to make his entry a veritable 
march of triumph, This demonstration ha 
considerabie significance. It is not a mere 
coincidence that the German Emperor 
and the Italian Orown Prince appear in Metz 
almost exactly on the anniversary of the 
Sedan. Everything denotes that the chiefs 
of the Triple Alliance mean now to give 
France 2 that she must curb the 
chauvinism of her people.

AROUSE FIERCE ANTAGONISM. 


The President Thought to Be Pushing the 
Anti-Bliverites to Do This—Yestoer; 
Gay's Incidents in the Benate—A Time 
Waste Argument on the Chinese Ex- 
clusion Question Led by Mr. Adolph 
Consumes the Session. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 2.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Voorhees announced the eraof 


real business on the silver question would bo- 


gin in that body next week. He spoke for 
the information particularly of the silver 
men, who are busy perfecting their pro- 
gramme of delay. They affected not to be 
disturbed by the announcement, and said 
nothing in reply, but it was observed that 
they had several conferences onthe floor of 
the chamber duringthe day’s session, and 
were otherwise very active. They are hurry- 
ing up their amendments tothe repeal bill, 
and priming their speakers. 

The attendance in the Senate to-day was 

light andthe morning business was soon 
Gisposed of. It was only a quarter past 12 
when the repeal bill, asthe unfinished busi- 
ness, was read by title at the Clerk’s desk. 
Mr. Voorhees rose and sala: 
„as that the order of business be 
temporarily set aside (not losing its place), 
in arder.that the Senator from Oregon (Mr. 
Dolph), may proceed with remarks which he 
desires to make on another subject. 

**] do this the more readily when I reflect 
that the repeal bill has been before the Sen- 
ate only three days really—it was reported 
on Tuesday and printed on Wednesday. 
This is the last day ofthe week. Next week 
win open the era of real business. I trust 
that we will make progress from bour to 
hour. I feel warranted to-day, inasmuch 
as lam not advised that any Senator de- 
sires to speak on the bili to-day, to take the 
course which I indicate. After the Senator 
from Oregon shall have finished his remarks, 
I shall be very glad if other Senators will be 
ready to goon. If not, I will indicate at the 
time what I desire.’*’ 

Mr. Hale then made his suggestion: ‘‘In 
view of what the Senator from Indiana has 
said as to next week being a business week, I 
suggest to bim whether it would not be ad- 
visible, either on Monday or Tuesday, for 
the Senate to come together at 11 o'clock in- 
stead of 12. There are no committees at 
work, and time may as well be spent here as 
elsewhere. I know thatthe Senator has rep- 
resented himselfas being very desirous of 
putting forward the debate. If we meet at 11 
there can be, by (or 5 o’clock, instead of one 
seeech) two or three speeches.’’ 

Mr. Voorhees immediately adopted the 
suggestion and said: 

**I give notice now that on Monday I will 
ask to take the sense of the Senate on the 
question of meeting at llo’ciock. 1 give 
that notice pow that Senators may consider 
the matter. I have an old-fashioned idea of 
the will of the majority being carried out, I 
do not expect to control matters except 
through a majority of the Senate, and I give 
notice now that on Monday I willask the 
Senate to consider the propriety of meeting 
at 11 o’clock from Tuesday on and proceeding 
with the business before us. 

This closed the subject for the day, and 
the Senate listened to a general debate on 
the Chinese exclusion question. It was ob- 
served, however, that Mr. Cockrell was pre- 
pared to resume at a moment's notice the 
talk against time he bewan on yesterday. 
His desk was piled high with books of refer- 
ence, and he kept his seet and watched the 
proceedings closely. He will be glad enough, 
however, to have Mr. Dolph take the floor on 
another subject. All he desires is to have 
the time consumed by somebody and the 
vote on the repeal of the Sherman act post 
poned. He will take the foor again on Mon- 
day.

Mr. Tracey (Dem.) of New York moved to 
strike out from Kule 21 what is Known as the 
liolman clause, which permits amendments 
being proposed to general appropriation bills 
provided that they, being germane, shall re- 
trench expenditures by the reduction of the 
number and salary of officers of the Un'ted 
States, by the reduction of the compensation 
ofany person paid out of the treasury, and 
by the reduction of amounts of money cov- 
ered by the bill.

THE GERMAN AMBASSADOR. 


Sketch of the New Diplomat Sent to 
Washington by William. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 2.—Baron An- 
toine Saurma-Jeltsch, the new German Am- 
dassador, is one of the most imposing figures 
in the diplomatic corps and isa worthy suc- 
cessorto the late Count Arco Valley, who 
represented the German empire at the capl- 
tal for several years. Count Arco Was a man 


ofcommanding presence, but the Baron is 
ofeven greater stature, while his somewhat 
haugiity bearing is relieved by the 
courtly address of a man who has 
spent more than a quarter of a century 
in high official position in the capitals 
of Europe. ‘Ihe Baron is a member of one of 
the oldest families of North Germany. He 
was elucated in the leading German un- 
versities and in the polyteciinic schools of 
France and entered the diplomatic service of 
his country while a very youngman. He 
was rapidly promoted from one post to 
another, serving in his time at nearly all the 
important courts of Europe. He has been 
fortunate in enjoying the full confidence not 
only of his sovereigns but of all the Prime 
Ministers and the important officials of the 
German foreign office. His relations with 
Prince Bismarck were especially cordial. 
For twenty-eight years the Baron has been in 
active service, and heis now the senior am- 
bassador of the imperial staff. His detalii at 
Washington ts, however, in the nature 
of a promotion, for since Convuress 
—— that ambassadors mixht 

e accredited by this Government to foreign 
courts the United States has been advanced 
in the diplomatic rating rating of forcign 
countries tothe grade of a first-class mis. 
sion. ‘ihe American mission is, therefore 
not only one of the most important by reason 
ofthe interests involved, but is technically 
in the very front rank. The Ambassador is 
a man of — yA The Baroness is a highly 
accomplished ſady. who has been an ex 
tremely popular member of oficial society at 
every capital at which her husband has been 
accredited. She has not yet arrived in Wash- 
ington and will probably not come until 
aiter the holidays. tHe is accowpanied 
by his daughter Fraulein Carmen, who 
will reside over the social functions 
of the legation until her mother arrives, The 
peas lady is of a studious turn of mind, and 
s still under the dominion of her governess 
Fraulein Von Eckart. She is fond of society’ 
and is looking forward with much pleasure 
to her first Washington winter. ‘he Baron's 
only son is a Lieutenant in a regiment of 
Hussars, and is now stationed in Silesia.

TRIUMPHANT DEMOCRACY. 


The final adoption of the home rule bill 
in the British House of Commons bas been 
a foregone conclusion for weeks past, buf 
the final act of consent by a majority o 
the representatives of the British people 
makes an epoch in history which claims 
the attention of the civilized world. 

The winning of this battle is a victory 
not only for the people of Ireland but for 
the printiples of Democracy and its meth- 
ods of peaceful agitation and education as 
opposed to the way of political revolution 
and force. It will stand asa notable ex- 
ample of educational agitation ac- 
complishing what revolution had failed 
to do, and could never have done—wringing 
from the conquerors local self-govern- 
ment for the conquered. The gain of 
Ireland in acquiring these rights is fully 
equaled by England’s gain in honor and in 
the progress of Democratic civilization in 
that she has freely consented from a sense 
of duty to give what Ireland could not 
take. 

But the event has a personal interest of 

a striking nature: It signalizes the 
triumph of a great political leader, the 
crowning act of a long and useful life. 
The remarkable thing about this personal 
triumph is that it was accomplished long 
after the ordinary span of life is closed 
and the activities of ordinary men cease. 
It was not merely in the sere and yellow 
leaf, butin the dry tree, the bare and bleak 
winter of life, that Mr. Gladstone fought 
and won his greatest battle for human 
progress. His work merited the tribute 
wrung from the animosity of Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain when he said that while he 
condemned his course he was ‘‘filled with 
admiration at the courage, resolution, re- 
sources and eloquence of the Prime Min- 
ister.’’ 

The fruits of this victory may be de- 
ferred by the stubborn opposition of class 
prejudices in the House of Lords, but the 


the people's representatives and the 
plaudits of allmen who love justice and 
liberty are due to Irish dev«tion, British 
liberality and the consummate leader, who 
has marshalied the forces of progress to 
another great achievement,

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JUSTICE BROWN’S ADDRESS. 


In an address on the Distridutlon of 
Property“ before the Bar Association, at 
Milwaukee, Justice Brown of the Supreme 
Court takes strong ground in favor of 
Government control of what are known as 
natural monopolies. In his opinion legis- 
lation may enter, experimentally at least, 
and with great ultimate benefit to the 
public, in the direction of State owner- 
ship. ‘‘I have never been able to perceive 
why,’’ says he, if the Government may 
be safely intrusted to carry our letters and 
papers it may not with equal propriety 
carry our telegrams and parcels, or why if 
our municipalities supply us with water 
they may not also supply us with gas, 
electricity, telephones and street cars. 

There is no doubt that Justice Brown re- 


flects in these words avery strong and 
| growing conviction in the popular mind. 
Indeed, if questions of administrative de- 
| tail could be got out of the way it is prob- 
able that the principle of governmental 
ownershipand operation would be accepted 
by alarge majority. The experiment in 
carrying letters and the operation of pub- 
lic water works has worked well in this 
country, and to these have been added in 
Europe the postal telegraph, street trans- 
portation, gas supply and all other forms 
of municipal work. All these public un- 
dertakings have been well performed, and 
wherever tried have given good satisfac- 
tion. N . 
The objection so often urged that such a 
policy would add to the powers of the Gov- 
ernment is hardly relevant in a democratic 
country where self-government prevails 
and officials are merely executives of the 
popular will, responsible to the people and 
liable to be deposed whenever they display 
a want of sympathy with their masters. 
It cannot be logically said that we have 
any ‘‘rulers’’ except when the democracy 
is untrue to itself and permits designing 
men to take advantage of popular lapses to 
impose class legislation upon the people. 
But sooner or later the democracy recovers 
its wits, and our experience demonstrates 
that no permanent harm can ever be in- 


| flicted upon the principles of popular sov- 


,ereignty. If the municipalities take upon | 
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monopolies there is no reason to fear any 
loss of individual independence. 

Nor is the point well made, that such an 
‘assumption of industrial functions would 
be" attended by corruption in the public 

- The source of corruption now is 
in the opportunity enjoyed by municipal 
assemblymen and State legislators to 
feather their nests out of the proceeds of 
public franchises sold to corporations. If 
there were no franchises the boss or ‘‘at- 
torney,’’ as he is called, would have little 
or nothing to do and legislators would look 
in vain fora market in which to sell their 
honor. 

The movement is well on its way in 
American cities and whatever its abstract 
merits or demerits is not likely to be 
stopped. It is for all interested in munic- 
ipal problems to study it and get the best 
of the inevitable.

CROMWELL’S “LUCKY DAY.” 

This is Oliver Cromwell’s lucky day.“ 
On the 3d of September, 1650, he won the 
great battle of Dunbar; on the 3d of Sep- 
tember, 1651, he won the ‘‘crowning 
mercy’’ of Worcester, and on the 3d of 
September, 1658, he died. His son and 
successor, Richard, a weak, well-meaning 
man, resigned April 22, 1659, and Charles 
II. ascended the throne May 29, 1660. On 
the 30th of January, 1661—being the anni- 
versary of the execution of Charles I.—the 
body of Cromwell was dragged from its 
grave in Westminster Abbey, hanged and 
beheaded at Tyburn, and the remains 
thrown into a hole dug un- 
der the gallows. No one knows 
now where lies the dust of 
him whom Macaulay rightly calls ‘‘the 
greatest prince that ever ruled England,“ 
but his spirit walks abroad in the England 
of to-day—a mightier power than all the 
English sovereigns from the first Briton to 
the latest Guelph. And it will continue 
to live and do its appointed task, until a 
nobler Commonwealth than that which he 
endeavored to establish shall arise in Eng- 
land—to stand, we may hope and believe, 
forever, 

Oliver Cromwell had, perhaps, great 
faults, and he committed perhaps great 
sins; but they were the faults and the sins 
of a great man doing a great work, and 
they have perished while the work sur- 
vives and grows. The time has 
been when bie name was rarely 
mentioned except with obloquy, as one 
linked with no virtue and a thousand 
crimes;’’ but that time has long since 
passed. Every intelligent and impartial 
student of history sees now that in him 
were lodged the beginnings of modern 
England; that without him the English 
Government might still have been—as it 
was before his day— king, lords and 
commons,’’ instead of ‘‘commons, lords 
and king.“ The Oromwellian period was 
called by Clarendon, and is still called by 
inferior writers who ought to know better: 
‘*The Rebellion. It was not a rebellion 
but a revolution. That revolution began 
in 1642, when the sword was first drawn 
between king and Parliament, and only 
through and by it was the misnamed 
„Revolution of 1688’’ made possible. 
There never was any real Res- 
toration of Monarchy’’ in Eng- 
land; of the monarchy of the 
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his palace of Whitehall. Charles I. and 
his predecessors reigned ‘‘by grace of God 
and right divine.“ Charles II., foolish 
enough in all else, was wise enough not to 
tread in the political footsteps of his 


folly and less wisdom, made the desperate 


lost his crown. William and Mary reigned 
by grace of the English people and by 
right embodied in an act of Parliament, as 
their successors did, and as Victoria does 
to-day. 

Among the superb statues of the makers 
of England which adorn the vestibule of 
the Houses of Parliament, there is none of 
Cromwell. John Hampden’ is there, but 
not his greater cousin. No one who no- 
tices this significant omission but must 
think of ‘‘the immortal rebel who hewed 
the throne to a block, and who needs no 
monuments in stone or metal to keep his 
memory green. But sooner or later— 
and it may be sooner than we 
dream—there will rise in the heart 
of London, wrought in enduring bronze, 
a massive figure in the military costume 
of the seventeenth century, one hand rest- 
ing upon his sword and the other holding 
a Bible; with face seamed and scarred by 
suffering and sorrow and care, and in 
which high courage, indomitable and in- 
exorable will, serene self-confidence and 
fiery enthusiasm, held in check by sober 
judgment, strong ambition, tempered by 
the humility of a yet stronger religious 
faith, are strangely blended. Oliver Crom- 
well ‘‘appealed to posterity,’’ and not in 
vain, Already he has been vindicated; a 
later posterity will pe proud to do him 
honor.

According to the latest information there 
are now published in the world about 5,000 
daily newspapers and fully 2.000 ot them in 
the United States, In addition to the dailies 
there are said to be fully 20,000 weeklies, be- 


side the multitude of monthly and other pe- 


riodicals whose mission is to keep the world 
informed. The oldest newspaper in the 
world is sald to be the Pekin Gazette, started 


more than a thousand years ago and in the 


same form and size in which it now appears. 
The. whole empire of China has but nine 
other dailies and fourteen other periodicals, 
while its oriental neighbors, the Japanese, 
have ninety-two dailies, besides 175 other 
periodicals. The oldest paper in Europe is 
the Frankfort Post- Zeitung, unless some of the 
bulletins that were once posted in the Roman 
Forum are Aignified with the title of news- 
papers. Great Britain has 400 dailies and the 
city of Paris alone 141, one of which, the Vet. 
Journal, has a dally circulation of 1,000,000 
copies.

A great cry rose througho the province 
when it became known that two French 
spies were arrested. The matter seemed 
serious, but now turns out quite different.” 
Some papers still maintain that the two 
Frenchmen were spies, but reliable news re- 
ceived from Kiel states that they were 
searched, but nothing suspicious was found 
to prove them spies. Itis doubtful either if 
they can be convicted on proofsin the hands 
ofthe police.

Ex- 
changes are closed and nothing go on un- 
usual. Even theater performances that 
used tobe given on Sedan Day are now 
omitted. 

The Gifferent parties take already a decided

ELECTION FOR JUSTICES. 


The Quietest Contest in the City of Little 
Rock for Years. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Sept. 2.—The special 
election for Chief and Associate Justices in 
this city was the most quiet in the history of 
the city, there being but two candidates, one 
for each office, and they Democrats. Outof 
a total vote of 7,000 but 300 votes were cast. 
There is no doubt that H. G. Bunn as Assist- 
ant Chief Justice and Carroll D. Wood as Ag- 
sociate Justice are both elected without op- 


position. 

This was the frst election in the State 
held under the poll-tax amendment, 
but owing to lack of interest 
it dia not receive a fair trial. One fact of 
interest, however, was developed. Outofa 
total of 12, 000 voters in this county but 5,000 
have paid their poll tax and are entitled to 
vote. In the city only 2,379 out of 7,000 voters 
are entitled to vote, 

Each judge was supplied with a printed list 
of all those who had paid their poll tax, and 
if the voter failed to show his receipt or his 
name did notappear on the certified list he 
could not vote. All young men who attained 
their majority since the assessment of 1892, 
if otherwise qualified, were allowed to vote. 
The negroes did not attempt to vote.

To-morrow morning the doors of the public 
schools of the city will be thrown open for 
the reception of pupils. If thereis any one 
who is not already aware of or who has not 
been informed of this fact, he or she must 
have led an isolated life for the past week. 

Every father and mother, every sister and 
brother, and every friend visiting the family 
has been informed during the past week by 
the small boy: 

Ive got to go to school on Monday. 

He makes the announcement in a half-re- 
gretful, half-plaintive tone, as though he ex- 
pected to receive some little sympathy from 
those to whom he speaks. 

Instead, the only consolation he gets is 


‘some off-hand remark about having had a 


pleasant vacation or it is about time for him 
to get down to work again. 

He has, in consequenee, fully realized that 
he must again pass through the ordeal of the 
class room for à period of ten months and he 
accordingly rises to the importance of the 


situation. 

In the first place he wants his best suit of 
clothes ready for the opening day. Some- 
body has used his book-strap for a dog col- 
Jar during vacation and his lunch box has 
mysteriously disappeared. He knows where 
all his books are except his arithmetic, and 
when he goes tofindthem he discovers the 
arithmetic and all the rest are missing. 

He saw Sister Jennie fooling with them one 
day and he is sure she has cut them up for 
paps dolls. All the shelves in the family 
book cases are overhauled and even the old 
boxes in the garret and cellar are searched 
to find the missing books. After 
mother has fretted herself to 
death and father has used some 
choice bits of lauguage to express his disgust 
at somebody's carelessness,’’the small y 
discovers them all stowed away in a ne- 
glected corner of the woodsned, just where 
he had left them last June when bis vacation 
began and he had not time to take them in 
the house. 

Hut then he hasn’t any slate or pencil or 
copy books or paper. 

He tells his mother tuts every morning for 
a week, and for fear she might forget it, re- 
minds his father about it in the evening. 

To-day he isin a perfect stew. Church has 
no charms for him. Sunday-schoolisa bore 
and his whole air and Gemeanor impress 
everyone with the Knowledge that for him 
the real task of hfe bexins to-morrow. 

To-night he will lle awake halt the time for 
fear he will not be up by 7 o’clock Monday 
morning. 

Yo-night one week and for many nights 
subsequent his great fear on retiring will 
be that some one is going to awaken him de- 
fore 8 o’clock in the morning. 

When the snows whiten the hilltops he will 
have to be dragged out of bed. But for all 
that the yards of all the schools in town will 
resound to-morrow morning with the shouts 
of boys and gifis returning to the task of 
fitting themselves forthe battlefield of life 
which lies before them. They will lauch, 
run, play and sport about. ‘‘turning to 
mirth ali things of earth as only children 
can. 

They will find principals and teachers 
ready tomeetthemand extend a welcome 
which is sweet, but unfortunately for many 
of them not lasting. 

INSTRUCTIONS TO PRINCIPALS. 

Preparatory to this grand opening to- mor- 
row Mr. E. II. Long, Superintend- 
ent of the Public Schoois, called 
a special meeting of all the principals at 
the Board of Education Building yesterday 
afternoon and delivered to them his cus- 
tomary instructions for the ensuing year. 

There were from seventy to eighty princt- 
pals and teachers gathered in the assembly- 
room at 8 o’clock, when Supt. Long called 
the meeting to order. 

The first instructed them as to the new 
books to be used this year. This was im- 
portant, as fathers and mothers must be no- 
tified of the change and new books procured 
for puplis. 

The changes are elementary arithmetics in 
the third and fourth grades, part 1 in the 
fifth and sixth grades and part 2 in the 
seventhand eighth. 

In grammar classes, part lin the fourth, 
fifth and sixth grades; part 2inthe seventh 
and eighth grades. In readers, the first in 
the first grade; second in the first three- 
quarters of the second grade, third inthe 
last quarter of the second grade; fourth in 
the fourth and fifth grades and the fifth in 
the fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth grades. 

He called their attention to the fact that 
the Ways and Means Committee of the School 
Board had decided to rent no extra rooms for 
this season, so that principals would have to 
organize their respective schools and make 
arrangements when necessary to have half- 
day sessions when the schools were over- 
crowded, 

Thatisthey must divide the pupils into 
— sections and give eacha half day ses 
Slon. 

He also advocated §the necessity in the 
primary reading classes of the teachers 
giving object lessons to illustrate the read- 

matter. This he thought 
be done largely without 
extra expense being incurred. 
He finally called attention to the reorgan!i- 
zation of the old School Teachers’ Associa- 
tion which had been permitted to die out. He 
saidthe School Board wished to have the 
teachers assemble at least once in every 
three months, and become acquaiated with 
each other. The spacious quarters of the new 
High School afford ample opportunities for 
this. Supt. Long thought thatthe meetings 
might de held as often as once a month and 
become a source of profit and Instruction to 
the teachers, asthemes and subjects of in- 
terest could be discussed whicn would prove 
of mutual benefit. Afterthe meeting there 
— an informal discussion of school mat- 
ers.

HIS DECOMPOSING CORPSE FOUND IN AN 
UNFREQUENTED SPOT.

A Revolver Clutchedin Each Hand of the 
Dead Man— Papers on His Person Re- 
veal His Identity—Ill- Health and Lack 
of Employment the Cause. : 


The badly decomposed body of a young 
man was found shortly after 11 o’clock yes- 
terday morning lying in some bushes in the 
northwestern part of Forest Park, From 
letters and papers found in his pockets the 
remains are supposed to be those of 
Eric Severin, a young swede. A 
couple of i revolvers, one in each 
hand and a bullet hole in his temple plainly 
indicated that the case was one of suicide. 

The body was found by Andrew Wolf, night 
engineer at Grone’s Brewery, and living at 
4209 Gratiot street, and his son Fred Wolf, 
Both were walking through the park 
when their attention was attracted 
to a clump of bushes located 
just west of the Kiver des Peres and south 
of the Colorado Railroad tracks. An inde- 
scribable smell emanated from the spot, 
around which myriads of fites and insects 
hovered. They investigated and in a mo- 
mentor two discovered the remains. One 
man remained near the spot while the other 
burried off to notify the police. 

HORRIBLY DECOMPOSED. 

The body was badly decomposed, the feat- 
ures and parts of the flesh on the body hav- 
ing been entirely eaten away. When the po- 
lice arrived and attempted to tt the remains 
into the wagon the head dfopped from 
the trunk. In each hand was 
clasped a revolver, a 41-caliber 
weapon in his right hand and a 
88-caliber in his left. An empty chamber in 
the smalier pistoland a bullet hoie in his 
forehead, just over his left eye, were mute 
witnesses of the manner in which his life had 
been ended. A few yards away lay an empty 
revolver box. The man was well dressed 
and nad discarde@ his coat before 
putting his purpose into execution. 
The remains were taken to the } orgue. 
When searched several letters and papers 
were found in his clothes which revealed 
his identity. A membership card for the 
Philadetphia Y. Mu. O. A.., made out to John 
EK. Severin was the first clew. Next were 
found several letters in Swedish which 
have not yet been tra and one

The wrecking of a passenger train on the 
Wabash Railroad at one of the most 
dangerous points within the city 
limits was averted last night by 
the prompt action of the police.

Some Terese Truths From Fred Douglass 
and Henry George. 


|. Curcaco, III., Sept. 2.—Frederick Dougiass 


spoke to the Labor Congress to day. He was 
listened to by a very large audience. He de- 
clared that a knowle of handicraft would 
prove the salvation of the negro race, that 
what it needed above all things was fam“ 
farity with mechanical tools.

Now 
it is respected. Henry George followed 
Douglass and made a single tax argument, 
deciaring that while slavery has been abot- 
ished in this county industrial bondage still 
exists. Therecan be no production without 
lands, and if matters continue the time will 
come when the laborer, thrown out of work 
by machinery, will have to live off the 
bounty of land owners.

The appearance of an English translation 
of Dr. Pascal“ within a few days after its 
publication in Paris is a tribute to American 
enterprise and a recognition of the immense 
popularity of Emile Zola. Itis true that the 
book has been extensively advertised; that 
it is Known tobe the last of the Rougon- 
Macquart series, and that tn its pur pose, the 
elucidation of the theory of heredity, it 
represents many months of study and the 
practical beltef of the novelist, as admitted 
in interviews with representatives of the 
press. Therefore, however the reader may 
dislike the setting in which M. Zola places 
his characters, however annoyed he may 
feel at the lapses from morality which seem 
artistically and uselessly unjustifiable, he 
will be strongly interested in following the 
line of argument while he winks at the 
Geviations that are opposed to the Anglo- 
Saxon code. 

The story really revolves around four char- 
acters—Dr. Pascal, his aged mother, Mme, 
Rougon; nis niece, Clotilde, whom he 
adoptedin childhood, and the old servant, 
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Em le Zola. 
Martine. Dr. Pascal is 39 years of age, the 
servant a year older, Clotilde 28. The ages 
are important. The doctor is a retired 
physician much interested in the study of 
heredity and in the preparation of an elixir 


not dissimilar to the Brown-Sequard mix- 


ture. Heredity is his passion, and he has 
taken for example his own family, full of the 
most terrible examples. 


Ah, this heredity! What a subject of endlessmed- 
itation it was for him! The strangest, the most won- 
derful partofitall, was it not, that the resemDiance 
between parents and children should not be perfect, 
mathematically exact?

Would science neve: be able to pre- 
dict, or at least to explain, the sex of the embryo 
being? And as in his study of consumption he had 
arrived at the conclusion thatit was not hereditary, 
but that every child of a consumptive carried within 
him adegenerate soll in which consumption devel- 
oped with extraordinary facility at the slightes: con- 
tagion, he had come to think only of invicorating 
this soil impvuverished by beredity; to give it the 
strength to resist the parasites, or rather the de- 
structive leaves, which he had suspected to exist in 
ihe organism long before the micrebe theory. Te 
give strength the whole problem was this; and to 
ive strength was also to ive will, to enlarge the 
ralu by fertifying the other organs.

eration, weak in body and mind as the last 
result. No wonderthe old mother, who had 
escaped the physiological defects, longed to 
destroy the record.

she woul have wished to bury forever with the an-

In this retrospection she was clearly conscious of 
the gradual change that had taken place within her. 
Pascal had corrected her heredity, and she lived 
over again the slow evolution, the struggle between 
the fantasiic and the real lu ber. it had begun with 
her outbursts ef anger asachila, a ferment of re- 
bellson, a want of mental balance that had caused 
her to ladulge in the most hurtful reveries. Then 
came her fits of extreme devotion, the need of illus- 
jon and falsehood, of immediate happiness in the 
thought that the inequaiities and injustices of this 
wicked worla would be compensated by the 
eternal joys of a future paradise. This was 
the epoch of her struggles. with Pascal, of the 
torture which she had caused him, planning to 
destroy the work of his genius. And at this point 
her nature had chanved; she had acknowledged him 
for her master. He had conquered her by the terri- 
ble lesson of life which he hai! given her on the 
nicht of thestorm. Thea environment had acted 
upon her; evolution had proceeded rapidly and she 
had ended by becoming a well-balanced and rational 
woman, wi Ung to livelifeas itought to be lived, 
satisfied with doing her work inthe hope that the 
sum ofthe common labor would one day free the 
world from evil and pain. She had loved, she was & 
mother now and she understoed. 

How the seductios of a niece is necessary 
to her ‘‘salvation morally’’ M. Zola doesn’t 
explain, but as long as Clotilde was ‘‘grate- 
ful’’ it must have been allright. Such is the 
story of Doctor Pascal,’’ in so far as it re- 
lates to the prime characters, to the develop- 
ment of the theory and to the overthrow of 
the desires ofthe hero. Thetragic death of 
old Macquart and the last hours of Aunt 
Dide, little Charles and Pascal himself are 
wonderful bits of description. It isa great 
story ina strictly French setting, and nobody 
save Zola could have written it. Let those 
who read it and admire the virility and the 
pathos of the French author remember also 
the impulse of a civiilzation differing from 


the Anglo-saxon.

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CATHOLIC EDUCATION DAY. 


Exero'sos in Festival Hall at the World’s 
Fair. 
@ WORLD’s Fan Grounps, Sept. 2.—Cath- 
Olic education celebrated its day at the Fair, 
and crowded excursion trains from Cincin- 
nati, Loutsville, St. Louis and Milwaukee 
brought thousands of friends of the cause. 
noticeable feature of the attendance was the 
number of priests, sisters of charity and 
other ecclesiastical organizations present in 
the garb of their order. 

Festival Hall was jammed when the exer- 
cises began, Archbisop Feehan of Chicago 
presiding, and Rt. Rev. J. L. Spalding of 
Peoria, President of the World's Fair Catho- 
lic Educational Exhipit, acting as director of 
ceremonies. The exercises were somewhat 
in the natufe of a prelude tothe big Catholic 
Congress, which is to begin Monday, at which 
important delopments regarding the school 
question are expected. To-day’s proceed- 
ings, it was observed, were characterized by 
a remarkable absence of anything like an 
indorsement of a compromise between the 
parochial school system and the public school 
system. In this connection one of the feat- 
ures was an incidental declaration by one of 
the speakers, Judge Morgan J. O’ Brien of the 
New York State Supreme Court, warmly ad- 
vocating the necessity for educating the 
masses, pointing out the consequent necess!i- 
ty of the public school system forthe non- 
Catholic population, and favoring the pres- 
ent complete separation of church and State. 

The American Republic March,“ by the 
Cincinnati Band, opened the exercises, after 
which Archbishop Feehan delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome, and was followed by Arch- 
bishop Hennessy of Dubuque, whose subject 
was ‘‘The Catholic View of Education.’’ 

Archbishop Hennessy sald: 

To speak of educating a men in this or that science, 
in these or those branches usually taught in our 
schoois with a view only to his comfort here fora 
few, a very few years, and make no other provisions 
for his welfare is to betray a stupid, a shameful 
ignorance of who be is and what he 16. Itis te deny 
practically the immortality of the soul and 
supernatural orderand totreat him as an animal.

RACERS AND THEIR TIRES. 

Nearly everyone who has attended one of 
the big race meets has noticed the frequency 
of accidents happening to the contestants’ 
tires, The constant trouble that riders have 
with their racing tires is almost always their 
Own fault. They expect far too much and 
sometimes they get morethan they expect. 
They imagine that their tires may be pumped 
to brick hardness and then exposed tothe 
sun or frictional heat of riding and yet stand. 
But the much tired canvas strains at the 
task, and the rider has toswallow his chagrin, 
It may not occurtoriders that the very act 
of using atire tends to heat theairin it, 
especially when hard pumped, because of 
the slight friction between the air particles. 
If the temperature be only increased % deg. 
the result is a considerable extra strain ona 
tire already loaded almost to bursting point, 
by reason of the fact that air expands 
under the influence of i heat. There 
are many men who ride with 
their tires far too hard. There is a point 
where resiliency ends and rigidity begins to 
set in, and the latter is far too frequently at- 
tained by misguided riders. A great mistake 
is made in pumping safety front wheels 
hard, either for racing or any other purpose, 
as it should always be perceptibly softer than 
the back. Many ofthe co:stant tire troubles 
can be avoided if the rider would only recol- 
lect that there is a medium in all things. 

THE GIFTS OF THB WHEEL. 

As a means of exercise, the bicycleisa 
notable contribution tothe healthful agencies 
of the day. It is somewhat degraded when 
speed is the only object sought, but it is un- 
questionably beneficial when one avails 
himself of it leisurely and philosophically. 
Those who are willing to acquire 
rounded shoulders in the attempt to beat lo- 
cal records do not know how to ride igtel- 
lixently, as to get outof whee ing all the 
good there is in it. Constant speeding on 
the wheel, when speed is not necessary, is 
about as sensible a performance as ordinary 
running without a motive, besides being ex- 
ceedingly reprehensible and dangerous 
when practiced in the city streets. At 
this time of the year the greatest delight 
obtainable from cycling is in the 
facility it affords for trips along a country 
road, among the manifold beauties of nature. 
Club runs are, therefore, a blessing in dis- 
guise, and if well regulated are bound to in- 
crease the interest in the sport. With -ep- 
tember the roads around Sst. Louis 
are generally at their best and many 
out of the way places situated 
on dirt roads can be visited. It 
is these voyages of discovery over new terri- 
tory that gives added zesttoclub runs and 
wonderfully increases the attendance. But 
few clubs have made such runs this season, 
owing to the condition of the roads, but with 
the advent of cooler weather the roads will 
be more traveled than ever.

ALL HISTORY FALSE 


A Brother of Capt. C. W. Bellairs of St. 
Louis Makes Startling Declarations. 


HE PRONCUNCES THE NEW TESTAMENT 
AND MAGNA CHARTA FORGERIES 


He Joins With Prof. Johnson of England 
in Asserting That Ns Document 
Prior to 1500 Is True—History Forged 
by Benedictine Monks to Steal Lands. 


Mr. Kenneth Ffarington Bellairs of 23 
Birchin Lane, London, England, has been 
making bimself quite conspicuous of late 
through some publications in the Weekly B- 
letin which is a guide to South African mines 
and investment. Mr. Bellairs isa brother 
of Capt. O. W. Bellairsof this city, whois 
now Superintendent of the Fair Grounds and 
race treck. Their father, whois now an old 
man, was until recently deanof Worcester 
Abbey, and also fora long time at Oxford. 
The Rev. Mr. Bellairs was one of the frst 
active workers in the establishment of the 
public schools in England. 

Mr. Kenneth Ffarington Bellairs has wan- 
dered from the faith of his fathers some- 
what, and has taken up researches to prove 
the theory of Prof. Edwin Johnson to the 
effect that the Church of England and Catho- 
lic Church deliberately and falsely manufac- 
tured history and set back dates. He de- 
clares that the New Téstament is no less than 
a cleverly conceived and arranged set of 
fables calculated to subserve the interests of 
the organized Church of Rome. It istothe 
Benedictine Menks that he gives the most 
credit for these fables and says it is 
almost time that the world should know the 
whole truth. Mr. Johnson’s book is called 
he Rise of Christendom.’’ 

Mr. Bellairs in his Bulletin has taken the 
thing up and aired it pretty extensively, 
claiming to belleve in the truth of the John- 
son theory. Upon this side he writes an open 
letter to Mr. Gladstone. who isa very par- 
ticular friend of his father’s, proposing to 
have an investigation to show that the titles 
to church lands are all forgeries. 

Tou are a man of intellect,’’ he says, 
**erroneously directed intellect, and pabu- 
lum must be found for your brain. Would 
that you wereacentury younger! What a 
trio you, Prof. Johnson and myself would 
make! Mr. Gladstone is asked to consider 
a proposition to save £6,750,000a year to the 
English nation. Magna Charta and Doomes- 
day book are forgeries, ‘‘forgel by a low 
herd of Benedictine monks,’ who took the 
piace of the Romans when these were re- 
called from England. The Old Testament 
is a Jewish legend; the New Testament a for- 
gery of 450 years ago. It will be observed 
that Mr. Bellalrs thinks that the sixteenth 
century must have been a busy age. He 
avers that these forwer: seized the lands that 
the Church of England holds to-day. He 
and Prof. Johnson will risk their every- 
thing upon the die, vis, that the entire tale 
of English history, or of Buropean Uhristi- 
anity, ne — back 400 to 500 years in 
all.“ Mr. Gladstone is asked to appoint a 
commission to ascertain the facts, and save 
£6,760,000 a year spent On the church, 

Mr. Johnson in his book refers to works of 
Fr. Hardouin and says: 

„He had anticipated the substance of what 
I have had to say in these pages concerning 
the Basilian and Benedictine literature by 
some 200 years. He reveals to us the forgers 
sitting down in thelr scriptaria with sixth, 
sevent., eighth, ninth ortenth century ink 
and parchments, and with corresponding 
alphabets, to write works in the names 
of imaginary authors. He designates the 
producers of the first church literature a 
wicked, impious crew of atheists, whose 
virus infected the missal even and the 
breviary. 

„He Jitacks the Benedictines of the thir- 
teenth century and bears no i will to those 
of his own time (1766). 

Capt. C. W. Bellairs says that as far as he 
knows his brother has been remarkably suc: 
cessful on the Stock Kxchanyge, and has de- 
veloped his church ideas more recently,

DON CARLOS. 


The Spanish Pretender’s Followers 
Preparing for an Uprising. 

Maprip, Sept. 2.—There is renewed activity 
among the followers of Don Carlos, and 
emissaries are at work in several sections 
agitating foran uprising. A meetingof the 
leaders of the movement was held last night 
at Guernica to adopta plan of action in view 
of instructions received from Don Carlas, 


The father of Don Corlos, the Spanish pre- 
tender, abdicated in hisson’s favor in 1868. 
From that date he has been recognized by 
the Carlists as Charles VII. Twice Don Car- 
los has engaged jn attempts to overthrow 
the Spanish Government—the first in 1870 and 
again two years later. He is 45 years old and 
is the great grandson of King Charlies IV. of 
Spain and grandson of Calasof rbon, 
whose army in battling in defense of his 
claims to the Spanish throne was defeated in 


1839. 

There is still another party of royalists in 
Spain, tho:e who would cut the gordian 
knot of all those political difficulties by 
founding an entirely new dynasty. These 
are those who would restore Amadeus, the 
brother of the King of Italy, who was so nar- 
rassed during his occupancy of the 
throne that he voluntarily abdicated. 
Then there are the Republicans, 
the **Reds’’ of Spain. They are 
constantly gaining ground, getting recruits

The Modern Miller of Kansas City and St. 
Louis, in its issue of yesterday, says: 4 
great many figures have been made to repre- 
sent this year’s wheat crop and but few of 
the many estimates given have had theinfiu- 
ence calculated. ‘this is largely due tothe 
~ that all calculators were wide of the 
truth concerning last year’s wheat harvest, 
giving the publle ampie ground to question 
the ability ofany individual, association or 
government to secure facis enough to makea 
reasonably close calculation. The undertak- 
ing to compute the wheat harvest of the 
world before it is actually measured is 
a big one—too big, in fact, and reports 
cannot be accepted for more than the 
result of ciose Oguring by men of some juau- 
ment and as much information as igobtain- 
able. The Vienna Grain Congress on Aug 
28 announced that the 1893 wheat harvest of 
North America would be 882,000,000 bu. Our 
G >verninent report predicted an even mi- 
lion more forthe United States on Aug 10, 
since which date spring wheat authorities 
claim an improvement amounting to 12,0%, 
000 bu or more, which, if cerrect, would make 
the crop about 400,000,000. The Vienna esti- 
mate is certainly too low, but that portion of 
it devoted to the Kastern Hemisphere has 
been accredited asthe most reasonable re- 
port yet made, The Hungarian Minister of 
Auriculture issued an estimate of the world’s 
wheat crop Aug. 27 which has not met with 
general favor, though it is probably as 
thorough asany yet published. Itis minus 
important \\ estern hemisphere features, but 
as all Kuropean ports are apt to overlook all 
but two or three of the most important 
American countries, his omissions are not 
exceptions tothe general rule. For the pur- 
pose of comparing the known conditions on 
this side to those stated the Hungarian re- 
port will be employed as below. The world’s 
wheat crop, according tv the Hungarian 
Minister, amounts to 2,279,909,000 du., 
Against an average of 2, 280, 00, 00 annually 
for the past decaie. He says the importing 
countries will require 879,000,000 bush. and 
that the exporting countries will have 
579,666,000 du. to spare, making the world's 
surplus of wheat 666 , 000 bu. After 
giving the Hungarian sAinister’s figures 
which were published in ful 10 Monday's 
issue Of the Posr-Dis raren, the Miller does 
on to say: AS Min be observed, this ro port 
is mae in the belief tuat it covers every 
considera bie source of supply and demand.

An unusual proceeding, the first of the 
kind probably ever witnessed, in the pro- 
duce quarters was presented to the public 
gaze on :hird street last Friday. It was the 
putting out ofa produce operator by a con- 
stable—bag and baggage-—on the sidewalk 
and street. it was such a miscellaneous lor 
of junk and rubbish as adorns the average 
back yard in an impoverished neighborhood 
and embraced a great variety Of worthless 
articles, such as boxes, barrels, baskets, 
rusty, aged stoves and oid and inferior office 
furniture, together with all the traps usually 
found in a produce store. Mr. A. Stauffer 
was the victim, and the little boy who assists 
him in his duty labors sat on a box and 
smiled broadly as he viewed from an ele- 
vated pos nion the ragged array and dusty 
pile siacked up by the constable and his five 
assistants. ‘ihe outcome was the result ofa 
two months’ legal battle between Mr. Stauffer 
and his landlord, who, it appears, wanted to 
put another tenant in the store. stauffer 
had in the meantime secured a new place 
of business at 1086 North Third 
street to which point he moved, before the 
constable took a hand, all he needed to start 
business with. He had, however, in the cel- 
lar ten or twelve barrels of cucumbers and 
some other heavy stuff and would not vacate 
tillithe landiord sued for possession. After 
having secured lewval rightto the store the 
landlord had, through tiieconstable, to move 
out of the cellar and store everything there - 
in, and all this work, Staufferciaims, would 
have cost him $10 had he had to hire men todo 
it, and through the legal war he had it done 
free of charge. Some of the interested crowd 
which gatheredand witnessed the proceed 
ing regarded it as a heartless case of evic- 
tion.

Prices continued to climb until the assassina- 
tion of President Garfield in 1881. Fine crops 
and the resumption of specie payments 
were the causes of this boom. A very low 
level of prices made it possible, The top of 
this boom rounded off in 1881-82 and the long 
Gecline continued until 1885, the panic of 1884 
happening in the meantime. Tuts was a 
period of business stagnation, corporation 
defaults and low prices. The trunk lines 
were engaged ina disastrous war of rates, 
which threatened general ruin. Besides the 
low levelof values, the adjustmeut of the 
trunk line situation by the lease of the West 
Shore to the New York Central was perhaps 
the greatest motive power orf the next boom, 
which followed quickly in the establishment 
of the low leyelof 1885. This advance cyl- 
minated in 1687. Since that time there was 
the brief boom based on the silver legislation 
of 1890, the somewhat more protracted boom 
on the big crop of 1891, the industrial move- 
ment of last year and the early months of 
this year.

BIS METHODS OF WoRK AND HIS or-

Relating His Impressions of America to 
@ Correspondent of the Sunday Post- 
Dispateh—The Bock He Has Mow in 
Preparation—Will Bee the Whole 
Country. 


Newport. R. I., Sept. 2,—The lion of the 
season here Is M. Paul Bourget, the analyt. 
ical author of *‘Cosmopolis,’’ La Oruelle 
Enigme’’ and a dozen other books which 
have earned him a world-wike fame. Though 
he came here with many influential letters of 
‘introduction his reputation had preceded 
him and made his way smooth. His beautt- 
fuland accomplished wife has completed a 
charm which bas worked on Newportas no 
other foreign personality ever did before. To 
follow in the footsteps of everyone else is to 
find M. and Mme, Bourget most comfortably 
installed ia one of the cliff cottages. 
En passant, it may be said’’ that M. 
Patenotre, the French Ambassador, has been 
sharing the house with M. Bourget, 
so that this prophet for once cannot be with- 
out honor in his own country. M. Bourget 
is short, sturdy and florid, with the unmis- 
takab air ofthe Parisian at peace with the 
world, which it*is his life work to dissect so 
well, Strolling alonga raging sea kicked up 
by the recent gale he told your correspondent 
all about bis impressions of America, his 
methods of workand his future plans. He 
speaks English with some fluency, but not 
with the vigor and precision that impart 
such a charm to the use of his native tongue. 
He had had no experience of the misery of 
being interviewed, and when told what was 
wanted he promptly adjusted his monocie 
and with a frank laugh exclaimed: 

„lam much honored; go ahead, then. I 
will tell you what you ask. 

Jour impressions of America would be 
interesting,’* I suggested. 

Of New York we know nothing. We came 
on here immediately, where were the people 
to whom we bore letters. Our reception 
has been cordial, more than cordial, almost 
intimate. Ourtime from morning till night 
has been taken up in receiving the kind ad 
vances of our new found friends, Newport 
is the most beautiful of places. Ifind herea 
splendor of houses, a refinement of life that 
I have scarcely seen elsewhere. I have been 
a great traveler. There are few countries 
of civilization that Ido not know, but here 
in Newport I find everything combined, the 
luxury of Paris, the art of Italy, hospitality 
ofthe East and the natural beauty of the 
Riviera, and polo; do say that 1 fairly dote 
on polo and go every day to see it. 

Do you find our society as intelligent as 
you say it is refined?’’ 

**Yes, yes, very much 60. I find a perfect 
knowledge among your ladies in particular 
ofthe artand literature of Europe, Rome, 
Florence, Pisa, Athens, seem as familiar to 
some iadies I have met as New York or 
Boston. The philosophers and poets of 
Kurope are at their tongues’ end. They 
speak the French language to perfection, 
and seem thoroughly imbued with the in- 
fluence of French literature, bot frivolous 
and serious, Daudet. Dumas, Zola. Sardou 
they seem to Know by heart. The same with 
the great painters ofthe day. So far as my 
own books are concerned I am highly flat - 
tered at the thorough reading I have had.

Prisoners in the City Jan, though naturally 
denied the privilege which their more free 
prethren enjoy attending chureh regu- 
larly, have no reason to complain that their 
spiritaal welfare is neglected. True, the 
visits of ministers ofthe gospel are few and 
far between, and the choice of denomina- 
tion is mecessarily limited, yet in the 
common ea) of sending to foreign 
lands to convert the uncivilized heathen, 
this branch of home missionary work has not 
been entirely overlooked. A small number 
of devout workers pay regular visitsto the 
jail, andina simple, earnest manner teach 
those confined therein plain, simple gospel 
truths, generally without regard to sect or 
creed, and in a manner best calculated to 
reach the hearts of their listeners. g 

Some of those who make almost regular 
weekly visits tothe jail have been engaged 
in the work fora great number of years. The 
good done in this time is simply incalculable 
and would make interesting reading were 
the record obtainable. Numbers of persons 
who have perhaps strayed but a little in the 
paths of crime Owe their reclamation to the 
teachings they have received while in con- 
finement, and 80 spurred on have lived 
down early false steps and become 
most reputable citizens. Many others in 
their home life or in their days of freedom 
had never found opportunity or inclination 
to listen to the divine truths, until they heard 
them, perhaps for the first time when suffer- 
ing in part the earthly penalty for their mis- 
deeds. Among the hardened criminals con- 
verts may be few, but even with them the 
seed does not always fall on rocky ground. 

One of the oldest and most constant vis. 
tors to the jallis Mrs. Findley, who is said 
to have visited this institution nearly every 
Thursday for almost a score of years. With 
the prisoners this lady has a most remark- 
able influence for good and many a peor un- 
fortunate has reason to bless the day when 
he first sew her. Her visits are made from 
cell to cell. babe one she will leave a news- 

paper or for another 
she will write a letter or leave 
with them the materials with which to indite 
their own epistles. For others she has a few 
earnest words of encouragement or advice, 
To all sheis kind and considerate, not tak. 
inguptime in reproaching them for past 
misdeeds, but merely counseling them to 
future good. With many whohave spent 
some time within the iron confines of the 
jall, she is a valued friend and one whose 
visits are eagerly looked forwardto. Should 
a prisoner express a sincere desire to reform, 
and later, upon release, make earnest efforts 
to this end, he will always find Mrs. Findley’s 
hand stretched out to help him. 

One lady who modestly requests that her 
name be omitted, and Mrs. Beck are also old 
time and persistent workers with prisoners 
in the jail. Both make frequent visits to the 
institution several times a month, and many 
u neglected mind has been led to better things 
through their efforts. The former has 
been most constantin herefforts on behalf 
ot condemned prisoners, and many 304 man 
face to face with death, with the bi of his 
fellows upon his hands, hag reached eternity 
via the hangman's noose the better prepared 
to face his maker because of her ministra- 
tions. An example of her influence over 
this class was furnished to the writer 
upon a recent visit to the 
jail.

HOMICIDAL MANIA. 


IT If BARE, BUT HERE IS A CASE OF 
THRILLING INTEREST. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DIsPATCH. 

Much has been said and written about the 
alarming increase in insanity, a term which 
conveys quite different meanings to the 
community and to physicians. A careful ob- 
server and student of diseases of the mind 
had written that a great part of the alleged 
increase in insanity is due to the fact that Its 

Cefinition is applied to more people than for- 
meriy.*’ 

The insane asylums are more quiet and 
orderly, not only because of the more humane 
methods of treatment, but largely also be- 
cause quieter and less insane people are now 
sent there than heretofore, 

According tothe popular idea, an insane 
person is one of almost continaally wild, in- 
coherentor crazy conduct. That this isa 
much mistaken idea is well shown in 
a case which was reported in the 
Medical Record. In this case the 


insanity assumed the form of homicidal 
mania, aform of insanity which, fortunate- 
ly, is not frequently met with in everyday 
life. The chief actor in what proved all but 
a tragedy was a slender and delicate woman 

while ber husband, who was the intended 
victim, isa carpenter of powerful physique. 
The events, as reiated by him, give a won- 
derful illustration of the degree of cunning 
of some insane people. is experienco is 
best related in his own language. 

He sali: ur wife had often acted 
strangely before, but had never attempted 
violence, s0 I was totally unprepared for 
what happened. Me nad retired as usual, 
when, between Ii and 12 o’clock, I was sud- 
denly aroused from sound slumber by violent 
and repeated biows on the head. Frightened, 
confused and bieeding, I sprang from my 
bed, and in that hideous darkness I grappied 
with my unknown assailant. We had a fear- 
ful — 7 for the mastery, when at last I 
wrenched a stout club from my opponent’s 
hands and wasaboutto use it with all my 
force, when my wile laughed and said, in her 
usual tone of voice: ‘Ben, I had to doit.’ 

**Until she spoke I had no doubt but that I 
was assailed by a midnight burglar or assas- 
sin. On lighting the lamp I found the club 
was a heavy hickory maliet handle. A phy- 
siciaf was Called, who dressed my wounds, 
but I will bear long scars to my grave. 

Nothing new happened during the rest of 
the night and t .e next night she went to bed 
as usual, while I kept watch. My head 
pained me so that I could not sleep, and any- 
way I dared not sleep. 

‘*Early the next night she said: I want a 
drink,’ and when I volunteered to get it for 
her she savacely tol.i me to ‘mind your own 
business. She would wet it herself. I said: 
‘All right; suit yourself,’ for I made it a point 
never to cross her, except. when absolutely 


necessary, andthentobefirm and unyield- 


ing. 
**She arose and went to a water pailin the 
te plain sight of me, stood there 
ef time, and then suddeniy 
of t into the pantry. 
when she 
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I went out through the kitchen into the 
pantry, and my biood ran cold when I found 
two large butcher Knives laid out for me. 

**Returning to see if she still slept I found 
her apparently as I left ber, so I went again 
tothe pantry and tdok the knives out of 
doors and threw. them away in the grass. 

All this time I heard no sound, and it was 
impossible for her to see me from the bed or 
the room where she was. Her brother soon 
came, and as she still slept and I was very 
tired and in great pain, I arranged for him 
to watch her, cautioning him not to close his 
ses for an instant. I then went up-stairs, 
but the floor had settled so that I could not 
quite shut the door. I dared not go to sleep 
with the door unlocked. so I took a larze 
piece of zinc and nolselessly placed it against 
the door in such a position that the door 
could not be opened without knocking the 
zinc over andtuas arousing me. 

[slept little, and towards n I fell 
intoa light sleep, but soon awoke, feeling 


that somebody was, climbing the stairs. 1 


listened intently and soon Knew she was 
coming. she approached the door, and 
though it was opened only two inches (and 
from the inside, soa person on the outside 
could not see the zinc at al), her slender 
hand and arm crowded in, grasped the zinc 
and nolseiessly removed it. 1 then sald: 
*What do you want?’ 

dne laughed, and said she wanted me to 
get up for breakfast. 

she then descended the stairs and forgot 
to take the large carving knifeshe had. car- 
ried up to use on me. She had laid it down 
when opening tune door. I ound that her 
brother had zone to bed and was sound 
asleep. 

At was now 4a. m., and quite light. She 
had him bulla the fre and go to bed. While 
she busied herseif getting breakfast I went 
out to secure tne Knives in ths grass. She 
came to the door, sol pretende to be out 
viewing the beauties of theearly moraing 
sky; but she said, Oh, I brought in those 
Knives an hour ago.’ 

This startlea me greatly. How did she 
know those knives were there? The grass 
was too long to find them by accident; she 
could not have seen me from her room or 
bed when I threw them out, and I am sure 
she remained in bed. Then now did sue 
Know the zine was against my bedroom door; 
I placed it there nolselessly, and it could not 
be seen from the outside? 

She was soon adjudged insane and sent to 
the hospital. 

see her often now, and while perfectly 
sane on many points, an: often asking Me to 
take her home, she will never promise not to 
assault me. She only says that she cannot 
bear to have me buried alive, and if she 
does not Kill me I will surely de buried 
a ve. * 

Concluding the story of his frightfal ordeal 
he salu: Oh, it was a terrible experience, 
and her frst midnignt assault was so dead 
ane 0 leous that I shudder whenever I tni 
of it..

And when, considering the many causes in 
modern life whicu — to discard those ein- 
visibie thorouxhfares of the mind which are 
the first lurking places of anguish, mania 
and crime,’’ one can wonder tuat so few 
bralns are actually overthrowa.

The trial of these men 
occurred last June in the Circuit Court at 
Wilburton, Judge Halston presiding.

CHOCTAWS OF TU-DAY. 


Bomething of the History of the Tribe 
and the Present Troubles. 


The controversy over the execution of nine 
Choctaws condemned as murderers and the 
repeated reprieves granted them have 
Awakened an interest in the people of that 
nation. This interest is much enhanced hy 
the fact that while the crime with which 
these men are charged is murder, it is mur- 


der with a political dias, and if not exactly 
treason, has enough of the elements of that 
high crime to give importance to the case, 
more especially as it occurs in a nation of 
Indians. 

Without doubt the average reader is 
startied to read the details of the court, and 
wonders what kind of Indians these are; but 
when some morning paper informs him that 
the execution will be conducted with incan- 
tations and wild dances, his wonder is of 
another kind. Probably there leno commu- 
nity within the bounds of the United States 
about the real condition of which so little is 

by the general public as the 
of the Indian Territory 
as the Five Civilized Tribes. Of 
these the Choctaws and the Cherokees are 
the most advanced. Thesetwo nations are 
lu «a sense entirely civilized. The inhabitants 
are not all of them civtifved, and their civill- 
zation ts nowhere very elaborate, but they 
areinan entirely civilized condition, with 
schools, churches, laws and government, 
with habits and customs like their white 
neighbors. This civilization has some inter- 
esting features peculiar to itself, however, 
and of some considerable value to the 
sociological student. 

lhe Choctaws live in the southeastern 
corner of the Indian Territory, extending 
along both the eastern and southern bound- 
aries for some distance. The tribe is divided 
into two divisions—not sharply, but yet very 
thoroughiy—the progressive ana the non- 
progressive Indians, It is no longer true 
that the balf-breeds are all progressive and 
the fuli-bloods all conservative. This is the 
presumption, but In fact there are now many 
exceptions to such a line of division. 
The progressive Indian believes in progress 
in every direction; he lives in houses similar 
to those ofa farming population in New 
York State or in Kansas cr lexas, and his 
personal habits are just the same in every 
respect. He reads newspapers from St. 
Louls, or Chicago, or Kansas City, as well as 
local journals, and his table holds the cur- 
rent magazines and popular books, He 

his family dress very well im- 
and they travel considerably. 
probability the man and 
bis wife are quite as well educated as the 
citizens of the surrounding States, having at 
least something of an academy or even a 
college education. At the other end of the 
scale in the Choctaw Nation is the full blood. 
He wears citizen’s clothes, drives a civilized 
wagon and horses and lives on a very good 
farm; but this man ana his family may or 
may not be possessed of a very good common 
school education, and they will none of 
them speak English if they can avoid it. 


WHAT THE COUNTRY IS LIKE. 

This very interesting nation of about 18,000 
souls has lived in its present bome since 1830, 
when they were forcibly removed from Mis- 


sissippi. Their land is rich and fertile to an 
extreme: degree and the scenery beautifully 
diversified with low ranges of mountains. 
Much of the country is covered with the open 
woods peculiar to the South. The trees 
which make up these woods are 4 joy to the 
eye—the straight, tall black wainuts, the 
pecans laden with nuts, the different kinds of 
oaks, the beautiful bois-d’arcs, which line the 
water-courses—these and many more give 
variety tothe miles of wood road and make 
ita constant pleasure.

A fine 
vein of bituminous coal, practically inex- 
haustibdle, runs through the Territory and is 
mined in half a dozen places. 

There are few towns of much size, the 
most of them being only villages, but their

The functions of ail three depart- 
ments are almost coincident with those so 
familiar to us, except for greater simplicity. 
Only a native Choctaw can hold the office of 
Principal Chief. That officer, a Senator, ora 
Supreme Judge, must be over 30 years old, 
and Representatives and some other officers 
must be 25. Eighteen is the age of legal ma- 
ority. 

’ NO SUNDAY BALL GAMES. 

The laws deal with the lifeof the people in 
considerable detail, and often with great 
strictness. Ball- playing and horse-racing 
on Sunday are made penal offenses. A board 
of physicians is appointed to grant medical 
licenses, and the old medicire mer are pro- 
hibited from practicing their arts; the care 


of paupers, idiots and the blind is provided 
for. Much attention is paid tothe marriage 
laws, which are plain and strict. The old 
Indian custom in this tribe madea bride the 
prize of physical prowess. A race of 200 or 800 
yards was run, and the would-be bridegroom 
must outrun the maiden and forcibly bring 
her back to his Dianket against any re- 
sistance she might choose tooffer. It is said 
that the Indian maiden sometimes took care 
that the race was nottothe swift, nor the 
battle tothe strong. But all this is a custom 
ofthe remote past, and the Choctaw law 
provides for either a civil ora religious core - 
mony. Punishments for crime are largely 
determined by theconditions of life. From 
fifty to one hundred lashes on the bare back 
are Gecreed for many offenses. This method 
of punishment would seem to be necessary, 
for until the last year the nearest jail was at 
Fort Smith, Ark., ninety miles away. Men 
are condemned to death for murder and for 
horse stealing if it is the second offense, and 
capital punishment is by shooting. 
he Choctaws havea great reverence for 
law and a deep sense of honor. It used to 
be true, even until a few years ago, that a 
Choctaw condemned to death would be per- 
mitted to return to his home and settle up 
the affairs of this life. On the appointed day 
he would return of his own accord and give 
himself up for execution! It may be that 
here and there a full-blood would still value 
his honor and reverence the law to that ex- 
tent, but, as one ot them has lately said, 
somewhat bitterly: ‘‘Civilization and white 
blood bave entirely changed this. Ihe Choc- 
taw is not as heroic, or rather not sw stoic, 
and values bis life more than he does his 
reputation. 
HOW THEY EXECUTE CRIMIFALS. 
To-day an execution among the Choctaws 
is absolutely without any peculiar or start- 
ling features. The sentence fixes a day for 
the execution and the criminal is kept under 
strict guard. At the given time and place a 


grave is dug, the criminal is seated near it, 
and the Sheriff pins a white paper over his 
heart, which in some instances is dared. 
The guards fire atthis white spot at very 
close range—from six to twenty feet. It is 
usual to tie a cloth over the nose and mouth 
as soon as the shot is fired, and thus if the 
wound does not Kuli the eriminal will die of 
suffocation. 

Sometimes there are singing and prayer 
ifthe condemned man desiresit, but there 
is very little ceremony about an execution 
among the Choctaws to-day. It is by these 
simple and bald proceedings that the nine 
men now under sentence will suffer death if 
they are not pardoned. 

The system of land tenure among the 
Choctaws is extremely interesting and more 
than anything else preserves the Indian 
tradition. Ali the land is held in common by 
the State. Any individual may useas much 
of itas he chooses fer farming purposes,and 
up toa certain point for grazing, provided 
he does not select a farm within a quarter 
of a ile of any other 
farm. land he may 
improve as and he remains in 
absolute possession so long as it yields him 
anannual income, Thisright of possession 
even descends to his heirs. and he may fell 
itifhe chooses. But when for any reason 
the land fails to yield an income for two 
years it reverts to the State. These and all 
other privileges of the citizen are open to ali 
native Chocttaws. The white man may. ac- 
guire them by marryinga Choctaw woman. 
This relation procures for him full privileges 
in the nation and to such an extent has this 
Opportunity been availed of—the personal 


charms of the rich Choctaw gtris making the 
step easy—that to-day a large proportion of 
the nation is as white as the population of 
New York and nearly as civilized, 

THEY ARE BORN POLITICIANS. 

Like all Indian tribes the Choctaws havea 
genius for government. Politics isa passion 
with them and they have developed largely 
both the genius for statecraft and the skill at 
manipulation which are the Diessing and 
bane of self-government. Their elections 
have always been times of intense excite- 
ment and much disturbance, and for the last 


few years these disturbances have been 
fierce and more than once the occasion of 
bloodshed. The controversy which Drought 
about the present ezcitement was long and 
involved and contained elements of both 
civilized and savage warfare. It turned, 
as have turned all their questions of 
late, upon this question of statemood or 

rogress, In brief, it may be stated thus: 

revious to the election for Principal 
Chief, in Au t, 1892, party spirit ran par- 
ticularly high. Great excitement prevalied, 
andthe friends of the two candidates, Gov. 
Jones and Jacob Jackson, were worked up 
to a piteh littie less than frenzy. Gov. Jones, 
who was a candidate for re-elction, repre- 
sented the Progressive party, containing the 
mixed bloods and the most civilized part of 
the community, in common with such full. 
blooded Indians as sympathized with the 
new ideas. They were called the Jones 
party, the Progressive or, in the slang of the 
city, the Eagles. The opposition was 
composed almost entirely of the full. bioods, 
and represented the conservative element, 
opposing all change and making prominent 
the patriotic idea. They were called the 
National party, and sometimes the Locke 
party (from one of their prominent leaders), 
or, in common speech, 'the Buzzards!’’ 
Their candidate was Jacob Jackson. 

It is alleged that all through August secret 
meetings were held by both parties, and the 
public, particularly the ignorant class among 
the full bloods, was industriously inflamed, 
one faction against another, after the man- 
ner of more conspicuous elections. Theelec- 
tion occurred in this month, and as all the 
voting among the Choctaws is conducted 
viva voce, it was immediately evident that 
Jackson was elected by a small majority. 
The Choctaw law as to counting the votes is 
somewhat complicated and easily admits of 
fraud. At the national convention on the 
th of Septem er tue vote of a whole precinct 
was thrown out and Jones was counted in. So 
muchis apparently admitted by both par- 
ties, but the iegality of the count is an open 
question. Should or should not the disputed 
precinct be counted? The dispute had al- 
ready come to the verge of bloodshed, but the 
Choctaw nation did not see fit to submit this 
matter to an electoral commission! As there 
is no legal way to contest an election in that 
country, the Jacksou men decided to abide 
by the result. 

MURDER EXPECTED BY ALL. 

But out of the contest, and closely con- 
nected with it, anather conflict had arisen. 
Between the election in August and the con- 
vention in September feeling ran so high as 
to become dangerous. Like all Indian na- 
tions, this ts permeated with secret societies 
mare closely oath-bound than any organiza- 
tion known to the whites, at least in Ameri- 


ca. These societies exist altogether among 
the full bloods, and are of limited size, but 
they will stop at nothing, and it was from 
among them that the actorsin the present 
disturbance were recruited. Both sides held 
frequent and excited meetings, and each be- 
lieved thatthe other side was deliberately 
planning murder, and it was only a quesiion 
of which should make the first attack. 
Kspecially was the theory disseminated that 
s0 soon as Gov. Jones should be in power his 
purty would proceed to use that power to 
kill the Jackson or Locke leaders. Excited 
and frenzied meetings were heldand threats 
were freely used. To meet this, itis claimed 
that a secret meeting of the Jones men or- 
dered four ot their number to kill certain 
Jackson men, a list being furnished, the date 
appointed (Sept. 28) anda price set upon the 
work. Atthe conventionon Sept. 7 the 
Jones men were publicly accused of this pian, 
it having been discovered, it is said, a little 
earlier. The Jackson men, already much ex- 
asperated at being counted out, were easily 
persuaded that personal violence was in- 
tended and, indeed in the excited state of the 
country, it Was more than probabie that they 
were right. They accordingly organized 
and, as a measure of self-defense, on Sept. 
10 shot fourofthe Jones men who wefe sup- 
posed to be intending their own murder a 
few days later. There is much conflicting 
testimony as todates and conspiracies. 

All these men on both sides were full 
bloods, and most of them lived in the in- 
terior and were entirely unlettcred. They 
were obliged to depend for all their informa- 
tion upon what they heard, and so inflamed 
was the country that no story was too wild to 
be belleved. Whether rightly or not, there 
is little doubt that both parties believed 
themselves in personal danger, and that 
— was in fact actual wariare detween 

em. . 

Gov. Jones followed the shooting of the 
four Jones men by the prompt arrest of ten 
Jackson men as concerned ip the marier, 
and immediately the whole country was 
under arms. 

The murders had scarcely occurred before 
the two parties were regularly encamped 
near MacAlester, only about two miles from 
each other, to the number of 200 desperate 
men on each side. 

Gov. Jones called upon the United States 
for protection, and troops were furnished. 
Indeed it had aiready been — mags A to pro- 
tect the convention for counting the votes, 
held two days before, with a troop of cavalry 
lest bioodshed should occur at the time. 
There were conferences with the United 
States authorities, claims that the United 
States had ro right to interfere with the 
Choctaw nation, an attempted rescue, and 
much intrigue ani exXxcitemant. During 
the controversy an agreement was entered

‘ NINE MEN CONVICTED. 
Notwithstanding the mutual agreement 
andthe presence of the actused men under 
guard of United States soldiers, the quarre 
broke out afresh and vigorously, and only 
the presence of the soldiers held it in check 
at all. A trial was finally held at a special 
term of the Choctaw Court in June, 1893, and 
nine of the men were convicted and 


sentenced to death, in two parties, on the 
Sthand Mthofr July. Such were the hard- 
ships of their nine months’ imprisonment 
that one had already died, andthe others 
had on one occasion petitioned the United 
States soldiers to shoot them as a relief from 
their 71 misery. 

It is claimed by the Jackson men that the 
trial was legal in every. respect; that the 
processes were —— Carried on, the ac- 
cused were not allo free access to connsel; 
that the gory was packed and the court in- 
timidated, and worst charge ofall, that the 
Judge before whom the cause was heard, 
Judge Noel J. Hoison, was one of the Jones 
conspirators of Aug. 28,. who planned the 
original murder of the Jackson men, agalnust 
which conspiracy it was necessary to take 
this action. 

Whether or not these charges are true 
several United States officiais considered 
them to have sufficient ground to peti- 
tion the United States Government to inter- 
fere remptorily, and the authorities in 
Washington so far took the matter into their 
own hands as to arbitrarily order a reprieve 
until Aug. 4, which was again extended to 
Sept. 8. Now chere is no constitutional 
power in the Choctaw Nation to grant such 
reprieves or to in any way stay an execution, 
and the question arises whether, having 
done this illegal and unconstitutional act, 
the nation has not lost the power to carry 
out the sentence at all. 

It is therefore proposed to bring the ac- 
cused men into the United States Courts ona 
writ of habeas corpus. Whether this is done 
or not the impression prevails that the execu- 
tion will never take place. Such was the 
nature of the offense and the condition of 
affairs that the crime takes on a peculiar 
— and seems to call for special treat- 
ment. 

Perhaps the whole situation is best summed 
up inthe words of a full-bDlood Choctow at 
the time ofthe convention last September: 
he heart of my people is very sad;-we 
have been told that the pale face is awainst 
us, Dut l fear that our Indian people are their 
own enemies. There is no more peace for 
the Choctaw people under theirown Govern- 
ment; they no longer confide in and trust one 
another, but are afraid of one another. 


ENFORCING THE EXCISE LAW 


Police Given Strict Instructions to Ar- 


rest All Offenders. 


Instructions were issued to the police of- 
ficials of the different districts yesterday 
and the night previous to arrest all persons 
found violating the provisions of the excise 
law. Officers in citizens’ garb were assigned 
tothe duty of obtaining evidence against 
dramshop Keepers, wholesale liquor dealers, 
grocers and druggists who may violate the 
law. 

The Excise Commissioner gave stringent 
instructions tothe police. These call for the 
arrest of every offendérgegardiess of his 
| fame, name or standing tn the community. 

The regular saloon-keeper is not complain- 
ing about the law, nor is he violating it. The 
**kickers’’ are the grocers who have been 
selling liquor in quantities less than five gal- 
lons without paying thecity any license for 
the privilege. 

The excise office has several detectives at 
work, and these, in addition to the police 
force, willcoverthe ground very well. To 
make this work feasible the city has been 
divided into three districts, over which the 
excisemen have been scattered. 

Excise Commissioner Bell has concluded 
that the keepers of disreputable houses may 
not vend liquor. They are beyond the pale 
ofthe law, as they cannot vy any means 
be said to be persons of good moral 
character. He left with Chief Hurrigan the 
question whether they might send messen- 
gers for liquors tothe nearest saloon. Maj. 
Harrigan says the Keepers of these houses, 
not being allowed to sell liquors, will not 
be allowed to dispense the same after 
buying it from a neighboring bar-room, 

Ihe presumption, according to the Chief, 
is that they profit by handling it tn this way. 
It is expected that the enforcement of this 
feature of the law will close up most of this 
Class of houses, and their profit from the sale 
of liquor is enocmous. Excise Commissioner 
Bell claims that the enforcement of the law, 
beginning to-day, isthe hardest part of his 
work. 


IT 1s A .DISGRACE. 


Mr. L. D. Kingslend on the United States 
Legation Office in Mexico. 


Mr. L. D. Kingsland, N President of the 
Spanish Club, speaks very hopefully of the 
crop prospects of Mexico, from which Re- 
public he has recently returned after a pro- 
tracted trip extending over several weeks 
through it. The rains have been very gen- 
eral and a guarantee of good crops thus as-

The American Consul, in con- 
versation with him en the prospects, said 
that the only thing tO be feared was the re- 
pudiation of silver by the United States and 
the other strong nations, in which case the 
credit of Mexico would be seriously affected, 
while the railroads and their vondhoiders 
would sustain severe losses. Mexico has

One point which impressed Mr. Kingsland 
unfavorably was adeplorable condition of 
the United States Legation office. The Con- 
sulate offices at the Citx of Mexico is not in a 
creditable condition, but inthe opinion of 
the Spanish Club President they are fairly 
passable, and it is the Legation office which 
is most discreditadle to the United States. 
He describes the carpet as long since having 
outlived its usefulness, and being now in 
such a condition as to be considerably worse 
than nothing, Visitors are asked totake a 
seat on a sofa which has been through the 
out second best.

THE BOOK TABLE. 


The fEweating System in Chicago— 


Literary Notes. 

Some striking facts are brought out in re- 
lationgfo the sweating system in Chicago in 
the annual report of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of Illinois. The report states that 
the ordinary hours of labor required in the 
best shops are ten each day for six days in 
the week; in the worst shops, and in the 
busy sea son, sixteen hours are frequently re- 
quired, that is, from 5 a. m. to 10 p. m., 


seven days in the week. Those who work by 
the day or week receive extra pay, or an in- 
crease in the rate of pay as the season ad- 
vances.

BURPED FOR $2,00).

In Latter Days the Wires Are Not Touched 
but Other Methods Are Employed to 
Beat Pool Rooms and Bucket Shops—A 
Profitable Touch in Louisville—A 
st. Louls Game Exposed. 

From time to (ime reports are printed of 
successful efforts on the part of telegraph 


operators to tap wires leading to bucket 
shops and pool rooms in order to get advance 


information on which to bet. When pool 


rooms are beaten and they find it out there is 
always a loud announcement that the wire 
has been tapped, dut a telegraph operator 
whohas been involved in several affairs“ 
of this kind has made to the SUNDAY Post- 
DISPATCH a confession, which explains sev- 
eral well-known cases, one of which occurred 
in St. Louls last spring, and which shows 
that there are other ways of playing the 
same game without tapping wires. 

have been the prime mover in a number 
of deals of this character, he said, that 
have resultedinalosstothe pool rooms of 
sums varying from $200 to $5,000, In some 
instances, however, after the loss of consid- 
erable time and labor, in which shrewdness 
was displayed and much risk taken,the plans 
have proved failures, owing to the extreme 
vigilance of the telegraph officials. It is 
attributable to this fact, andtothe prosecu- 
‘lon and punishment by law of those caught 
‘tapping the wires, that the ‘slick 
artists’ of the telegraph profession 
have left of legal and dan- 
gerous methods of fleecing the bookmakers 
outofthelr shekels,and have adopted a 
safer basis for their operations—one that 
while it may jeopardize their positions, does 
not lay themselves liable to imprisonment, 
A prison cell has no special charmsfor the 
average operator. 

When the ‘bookies’ have been hard hit 
through the ald of the ‘lightning slingers, 
the newspapers generally chronicle it as the 
work of wire-tappers. Now, there is hardly 
one case in ten where the wires were really 
tapped or interfered with. 

have in mind the time when Waddills’ 
pool room in Louisville, Ky., was ‘touched’ 
a year ago for over $2,000 by myself and col- 
leagues. I was delegated to do the work on 
the inside. I secured employment in the 
main office of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co, in that city un- 
der an assumed name, or as the 
fraternity would say, ‘carried a flag’ At 
thattime the results of the races were sent 
to the two pool rooms, then located in dlffer- 
ent parts ofthe city, through an instrument 
called a ‘repeater’ in the Louisville office. 
This instrument has an arrangement 
whereby a message is sent at the same time 
to one room on one side of the instrument 
and to the other on the opposite side. The 
wire that I worked was cut in on a table im- 
mediately behind this repeater. It was an 
dasy matter for me to lean back and place 
my finger on one side of it, thus holdidg back 
the result of the race that was going tothe 
room, say on the left, and at the same time 
listen for the winner as it passed 
through on the right hand side. As pre- 
arranged, I walked to fthe window and 
waved my handkerchief three times to an 
accomplice wno stood in tue street opposite 
the window. He interpreted this signal to 
meanthe third horse on the list had won, 
and quickly ran to the pool- room, not far 
distant,and with the assistance of a moneyed 
man, placed several large bets. I did not 
walt until my day’s wok was done, but 
puton my coatand hat and walked out of 
the office. My share of the winnings was 
$500. Of course the telegraph company black 
listed me, but the assumed name protected 
meforfurture employment with the com 
pany elsewhere. The pencilers at Waddilis’ 
found out that there was some little delay 
im getting the resultof that race and sus- 
pected that they were being victimized, but 
as they had no proof, could not refuse to 
pay the amount the tickets called for. The 
papers the next day came out with sensa- 
tonal headlines announcing the fact that 
Waddilis’ wire had been tapped by thres 
elegraphers, and nearly $5,090 secured. 

THE SLICK MAN'S CHANCE. 

The general publicis under the impres- 
on that the men who sell poolsin the East 
ind elsewhere have a direct wire to the track 
where the races are run, and that the result 
of a race reaches them simultaneously with 
-he poking ofa horse’s nose under the wire. 
Practically speaking they have sucha wire; 
nevertheless there is a delay of ten and 
fifteen minutes in getting the result through 
sometimes, caused by necessary relaying of 
the message. 

**Why shouid there be sucha delay? Well, 
-he racing news from all sections of the 
United States Is first sent to the Race Depart- 
nent of the Western Union Telegraph Co. in 
New York, and from there distributed to the 
lifferent pool-rooms in the South, Bast, West 
ind North. Thus the East st. Louis pool- 
ooms get their betting, description and re- 
sults of the New Orleans races, or any other 
t ot races that they may handle, from the 
New York office. This necessarily causes a 
licht delay, varying from three to fifteen 
ninutes. There is often a delay caused by 
ome other race being sent over 
he pool-room wire when the wire 
8 needed for that especial race. 
* great deal depends on the 
\lertness and energy of the messenger boys 
1m ployed in the New York race department 
ho distribute the messages to the different 
sires. Sharp operators saw achance to beat 
-he regular Western Union service and get 
he result of a race to a given pool-room 
thead of time, and in this way make a ‘kill- 
ng.’ When the Postal Telegraph Oo. began 
»perating in the West and South, several 
.00K-making firms in St, Louis, Kansas City, 
Jouisville, Cincinnati and other cities were 
lefrauded out of a large sum of money ox the 
yperators who used these wires. All that 
vas needed was a direct wire by the To tal 
telegraph Co. from the race track to the 
5001-Troom in & foreign — 

Ihen again the shrewd manipulator ofa 
elegraph key who wished to amass a fortune 
without labor, availed himself of the numer-

lirect circuits between such cities ag Chi- 
ago and Cleveland; Chicago and St. uls ; 
oulsville and Nasbviile; Cincinnati and 
ulsville, etc., and are very convenient for 
he schemers.

There is no city in the Union that has been 


worked as thoroughly as Louisville, Kx. . has. 
although Cincinnati, Chicago, Covington, 
Cleveland, New Orleans and st. Louis have 
come in for their share. 

USED A BROKER’S WIRE. 

‘*While this deal was in progress, a certain 
broker’s wire, running out of St. Louis, was 
being used to beat the Louisville pool rooms. 
The results of the st. Louis races were re- 
ceived in this broker’s office in Louisville and 


from there telephoned to a paint near the 
Turf rool Room. The telephone is an tmpor- 
tant auxiilary in the carrying out of the 
plans of these men. 

**Bucket-shops that receive quotations over 
a private wire, bave also suffered from the 
eonnivance of swindling telegraph opera 
tors. The bucket-shop operator, during an 
active market, can, should he desire, cause 
his employer to lose hundreds of dollars by 
holding back afew quotations while his ae 
complice, who is also an operator, listens to 
the quotations and makes his deals accord- 
ingly. Itis an easy matter for an operator 
to find men possessing . 000 or $4,000 and 
more, who are willing to go in with them in 
such deals, and divide handsomely.’’ 
I'll wager you acigar that you have never 
thought ofa lottery company deing swindled 
in this way, said the enuncilator of the 
Morse alphabet. 

No, 1 guess you have not. It has been 
done, and Buffalo and Rochester, N. . were 
two of the terminal cities that can attest to 
the truth ofit. A Kentucky lottery company, 
with headquarters in Louisville, Ky., sells 
tickets on its semi-daily drawings in Buffalo, 
Rochester, Chicago and other cities. Itis 
called ‘Policy’ drawings, consisting of the 
‘gig’ and ‘saddle’ system, tbe player writing 
out his own ticket by selecting such fignres 
as he may wish to play in groups of three or 
Ave, and sometimes a single number. The 
lottery company telegraphs the result of the 
two drawings from the Louisville office 
at 12 noon and 5 p. m., to 
its agents in the different cities. 
Smooth operators in Louisville managed in 
some way to get the first five figures as they 
came out of the wheel, and by quick wire 
service, either by Postal Telegraph or pri- 
vate wires, have succeeded in making 
enough money to buy several fine houses. 

The unscrupulous operator in the em- 
ploy oftelezraph companies has a broad 
feld to operate in. An intentional delay of 
a race result would be worth fabulous sums 
of money to an outsider, as well as tothe 
e himself if the latter accepts a

SEPTEMBER STARS. 


PRETTY SIGHTS TO BE SEEN IN THE 
SKIES THIS MONTH. 


Written forthe SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

Probably the astromonical event of Sep- 
tember of greatest popular interest is the 
sun's crossing the line“ on the 22d at 1:54 
p. m. The : Une“ is the great circle 
of the heavens known as the 
equator;it is the celestial equivalent of the 
earth’s equator. This is the ‘‘equinoctial 
period’’—the time of equal day and night, 
when day and night all over the world are of 
equal length, being each twelve hours long. 
For the next six months the nights will be 
longer than the days. 

On Sept. lthe sun rose at 5:28,and set at 
§:32—making the days hours and 4 minutes 
long. Onthe 30th the sun rises at 5:56, and 
sets at 5:44, making the length of the day 11 
hours and 44 minutes. This shortening will 
go on until Dec, 22, when the day’s length 1s 
but Shours and 20 minutes. 

‘THE EQUINOCTIAL STORM. 

Apropos of the Equinox, people used to 
expect severe storms at this period, and any 
uncommon outbreak of weather was called 
the equinoctial storm. Meteorologists 
hold, however, that a big storm at this 
time is no more likely than at any 
other. It is true that the season is in a tran- 
sition state between summer aud winter, and 
unsettled weather is very likely about this 
time; but the weather sharps’’ tell us that 
any great ‘atmospheric stir can no more be 
attributed tothe equinox than it can tothe 
moon or to Venus or Vulcan. 

THE PLANETS—MERCURY. 
Mercury is morning star until the 20th, 
when it passes behindthe sun. Ifone could 
see it then, they would discern a ovrignt 
little disc about1% degrees Kbove the sun. 
After the 20th, it will be an evening star. 
It will, however, be too near the sun all this 
month to be visible to the naked eye, and Is 
not well located for telescopic observation. 

VENUS. 

Venus is rapidly growing brighter, and is 
a beautiful object inthe Western sky about 
an hour after sunset. It is moving east- 
wardly but its track is so little inclined to the 
horizon that it does not r to be getting 
away from the sun ver ast; therefore, its 
altitude is not great and it sets early—about 
7:30. Inthe course ofa month it will dein 
to get away from the horizon and will shine 
resplendent in the southwestern heavens. 
On Sept. lat 9:21 in the evening Venus was 
2 degs. south of Saturn. The latter planet is 
steadily approaching the sun. 

OCCULTATION OF VENUS. 
On Sept. 12 the moon will eclipse Venus to 
dwollers between 15 deg. north latitude and 
77 deg. south latitude, but the phenomenon, 
which is a beautiful one, occurs at 11:17 
St. Louis time, when the planet is 
nearly four hoursbelow our horizon, But 
both moon and star may be seen that even- 
ing close — toe her to make a very 
pretty 1 enus ing somewhat tothe 
north and east of the moon. 
Aconjunction of some interest occurs on 
the 9th about 7 p. m., When Venus will be 
only about 24¢ deg. north of Spica. Spica is 
the ‘‘lucida’’ or brightest star in Virgo. It 18 
of the first magnitude, It will require an 
opera-giass to see it distinctly. 
On the 24th inst. at7:i7a. m. Venus runs 
something more than a degree south of Ura- 
nus. Only those who have good telescopes will 
haveany chance of seeing Uranus in the 
neighborhood of Venusthe evening before 
and after. 

MARS. 

Mars is in conjunction with the sun at 38:10 
a. m. of the ith. If visible, you would see it 
about ½ a deg. (about a moon’s breadth) 
north of the sun. After tuen it is a morning 
star, but nearly two months will elapse de. 
fore it becomes a noticeable object to naked 
eye vision. It will be fully a year before 
Mars will show its ruddy visage as an even- 
ing star, 


JUPITER. 
Jupiter is now a magnificent object. By 
11 o' clock inthe evening itis well above the

transits across his disc. But when 
he is in quadrature his shadow 
is one side and we can see 
all the four interesting phenomenas con- 
nected with the satellites. 

These are: 1. The eclipses when the satel- 
lites pass through the shadow; 2. Transits 
of the satellites when tier are projected 
on the disc of the planet in the 
form of round spots of greater or less bright- 
ness; 3. Transits of their shadows projected 
on the dise in the form of round Diack spots; 
ant 4. QOccultations of the moons 
when they ass behind the planet. 
It will hus be seen that 
Jupiter is now finely situated for 1 
the phenomena ot his system. To see these 
interesting sights, however, requires a good 


telescope. 
SATURN AND URANUS. 
Both these planets are too near the sun to 
be seen by the amateur. 
NEPTUNE. 

On the 5th Neptune ts in quadrature, It 
rises about forty-six minutes after Jupiter, 
and ts about 2 degs. west and e a deg. 
north ofa fifth magnitude star, Dut down 
on the charts es Epsilon Tauxl. It 
is as bright as an elgbth or ninth magnitude 
star, and a telescope of moderate power will 
enable it to de seen. It is now almost at a 
stand; yet observations taken some nights 
apart will show it to be in motion, and unless 
one has a telescope that will show a disc, this 
is the only way to determine that the object 
sought Is Neptune, 

THE MOON. 
The moon changes as follows: Last quarter, 
Sept. 3, 2:49 a. m.; new moon, Sept. 10, 
12:12 a. m.; first quarter, Sept. 17, 9:26 p. m.; 
full moon, Sept. 25, 1:30 P. mi. 
On Sept. 4. at 2:37a. m., the moon is in 
'perigee—nearest the earth; on Sept. 17, at 

7:25 A. m., she is in apogee—farthest from 
the earth. 

THE MOON AND THE PLANETS.

THE BOOK TABLE. 


Eweating System in 
Literary Notes. 


Some striking facts are brought out in re- 
lationgto the sweating system in Chicago in 
the annual report of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of Illinois, The report states that 
the ordinary hours of labor required in the 
best shops are ten each day for six days in 
the week; in the worst shops, and in the 
busy sea son, sixteen hours are frequently re- 
quired, that is, from 5 a. m. to 10 p. m., 
seven days in the week. Those who work by 
the day or week receive extra pay, or an in- 
crease in the rate of pay as the season ad- 
vances. This increase in the busy season 
is intended apparently in some instances to 
compensate for additional hours of labor, 
though it is found alize in shops where the 
ten-hour day is adhered to throughout the 
year as well as in those where the daily hours 
vary from six in March to sixteen in August. 
In other shops the hours of labor in excess of

Even a 
in some of the **inside’’ shops the girls’ hats 
and coats are locked up from 8 a. m. to 6 p.m. 
to prevent their escape from full-time work. 
In the shops of a lower order the task system 
is vigorously applied, and the girl must ac- 
complish ga satisactory amount of work or 
make room for another. 

The tenement-house piece-workers are 
more independent of their employers in the 
matter of working hours. When there is 
plenty of work to be done, some of them will 
sittwelve or even sixteen hours a day at 
their work, but they can only do this when 
they are in groups and one of the number 
does the cooking for all the rest. During a 
great part of the year work is so scarce that
